(iovcrnment could not borrow money of tht 
people without interercsk That this is an 
or must appear evident to anyone who 
will give a moment s thought to the subject. 
Has there been a time sme i the commence 
mcnt of the war when any Government cred- 
itor »• -uld not cheerfully take treasury notes 
for his claiuiy If he were to take bank notes 
for his claim, tbh would be a loan to the bunks 
without interest, for bank note* do not bear 
interest. By takiug greenbacks he would 
thereby make a loan to tbe Government. 

When the Government had loaned from the 
people about three hundred millions in this 
way, and when tne bankers found that the 
people preferred to loan to their Government 
than to the banks-that the people liked the 
treasury notes generally as a currency so much 
bett-r than their bauk currency, that bank 
notes were in danger of hein^ driven out of 
culatior, this made Mr. Chase believe that 
the policy of borrowing money without in- 
terest from the people, though perfectly cor- 
rect and proper for banks, was not only dan 
gerous but highly improper for the Govern- 
ment.

Elitort: At a former meeting of this 
body some gentlemen offered s resolution 
which is worthy of all praise, and which, I am 
glad to see, has been adopted. In times like 
the present, no true patriot will fail to make 
every avenue which can lead to treason bo 
thorny and rough that few will dare to pa<o it. 
In the social circle, in the walks of daily life, 
in the professor's office, and the merchant's 
counting room, everywhere this monster of 
secession rears its ugly head, and everywhere 
should the true patriot stand prepared with 
Hercules' club to strike, and Iob*V iron to sear, 
its hydra-heads. 

To make a man's loyalty the test of bis ad- 
mission to the Board of Trade is certainly a 
step in the right direction.

Nor, 
in making this demand, should we fear to ap 
ply these latter tests, auy more than that 
former one. 

The copy-book says "evil communications 
corrupt good manncisf'and while it is unwise 
to take a part for the whole, it is 
equally absurd to call tbe whole 
a part. We naturally look at mankind in 
classes less than as individuals: and men frc 
queutly suffer for lack of a proper classitiea 
tiOD; yet society afford? them no redress. It 
is thus with the class wc prot>ose to add to 
tbetse already disqualified by disloyalty irom 
meeting with our board. No one can doubt, 
alter reading the preceding ptragrapb, mat 
we relcr to Government costkactoks! 

From the iucipieucy of the war ti.l now,

If a 
few irood suffer with the bad, it is the com- 
mon destiny of mankind and cannot be 
averted. 

Let gentlemen lo*>k to it; let us go into our 
orginiztiion with clean hands, and depend up- 
on our honor and probity for our success.

Thev :irc immer.ed in the de tails of an 
absorbing bueiness; the persons with whom 
ihey ar& apt to converse are eitber persons who 
agree with them in sentiment or persons who 
have plena and projects of their own depend- 
ent on the government, while the habitual In- 
lluenc. of office is to withdraw its incumbents 
Irom the great popular iuspirations and to nar- 
row their minds to the limits of mere .routine. 
A stroug leading article, a persua-ive speech, 
a vehement protest f om a public meeting can 
do them little harm, and commonly does iuem 
a sreat deal of good It shakes the cobwebs 
from their braius; dissipates the mists whic 1 
are generated iu the humid atunaphere of 
courts; exhibits their miscalculations; atraig s 
their aBiumptions oi uadue power, aud spurs 
them on to a m->re \ porous uetion. 

It is true that vti.^rsor speakers who are 
not arqn ilnttH arlth aH th: facts of theeise, 
who are not iuformed or misiutormed of tbe 
various secret agencies at work in It, are liable 
to fall luto errors ol judgmeut. Tbey miy be 
misled by eurrcj t rumors or their own pre- 
judices; and iu tbat wav treat bilh men and 
measures with itjusticc. Bui these errors are 
cf — oi account in comparison with the iin- 
poriaut,e of keepiu^ public agents in 
intimate contact wHo tlie public mind, 
and, better than that, with the public 
bean. They are of small momcut iu 
compariiou with the necessity which exists 
iu all free governments, of sriviug the am- 
plest consideration to every measure which 
atfec:s tbe interests ot the community or the 
rights of individuals. Let us have, then, we 
say the fullest discussion of the acts s>f the 
Government, but mt that discussion be con 
ducted with decency t.nd moderation. Even 
tbe nonsense of Valiandigbam or tbe mali- 
cious inanities of Brooks mnst be tolerated 
for the sake of the vital principles of free 
speech and uulicensei printing. Shouli 
they cirry their lollies to suc'a a pitch as to 
trench upon the law, let the judicial tribunals 
see to their punishmcut. But only wheu tacse 
prove themselves incompetent iq the u k 
should the strong arm ot the military force 
be invoked to -upply *« deficiency. 



Resolutions Passed by the Great Meet, 
in* in New York City. 

Whereas, within a State where the courts 
of law are open and their process unimpeded, 
soldiers under the command of officers of the 
United Slates Army have broken into the 
residence and forcibly abducted from his borne 
the Hon. Clement L. Val'andigham; and 
whereas, a body of men styled a military c m 
mission have arraigned before them, and tried 
the said Hon. C. L. Valiandigbam. a civilian 
and eminent public man, for words spoken In 
the discussion of public questions, before an 
assemblage of his fellow-citizen ; and whereas, 
tbe said military commission have sentenced 
him to a punishment as yet unknown, but 
which is to be announced in some military 
order to be promulgated hereafter, therefore 

L iksotW, That we, the citizens of the city 
of New York here assembled, denounce the 
arrest of Hon. Clement L. V«U indigbam and 
his trial and sentence by a military commis- 
sion as a startling outrage upon the hitherto 
sacred rights of American citizenship. 

2 That the exigencies of civil war require 
the fullest and freest discussion of public 
questions by the American people, to the end 
tnat their temporary public servants may not 
forget that they ate the creatures of the pub- 
lic will and must respect tbe obligations and 
dnties imposed upon tbem by the Constitution 
of their country, whichTis the authentic, sol 
emn expression of that will: and that when- 
ever, upon the orders of military commanders 
and from fear of their spies and informers, 
American citizens not in the military servic 
shall fail to approve or disapprove measures 
ot public policy, to deneune e or applaud the 
Commandct-iu-CMcf and to advocate peace 
or war, as their judgments may dictate, they 
have ceased to be freemen and have already 
become slaves. 

3. That we rerereutly cberi-h that great 
body of Constitutions, laws, precedents and 
traditions which constitute us a free people, 
and tbat wc hold those who designedly aud 
persistently violate them as public enemies. 

4. That we are devotedly attached to tbe 
Union of these States, and can se • nothing 
but calamity and weakness io its disiuption, 
and shall continue to advocate wl atever 
policy we believe will result in the restora- 
tion of that Union. 

5. That at a time when our fellow-citizens 
are lailiug by thousauds upon the battle titld 
and human carnage has become familiar, we 
implore the Federal authorities not to adopt 
the f'tal error that a system of imprisonment 
aud terrorism will subjugate the minds and 
stifle the voices of the American people. 

0. That we call up->n tbe Governor of tho 
State of New York and all others in au'hority, 
as they value orgauized society and stable in- 
stitutions, to save ub from the humiliation 
aud peril of tbe arrest and trial before military 
commissions of citizens whose only crime 
shall be the exercise of a right without which 
life is intolerable and republican citizenship a 
lalse u.imo and a false pretense. 

T. Tim the refusal ot ihe Judge of the dis 
trict within which the Hon. C. L. Vallandlg- 
ham is incarcerated to grant a writ of habeas 
corpus is In itself a nullification of the Con- 
stitution and au infamous outrage upon the 
clearly defined rights of ihe citizen. 

8. That we fully and heartily indorse the 
language of our noble and truly patriotic Gov 
ernor addressed to tbe meeting assembled at 
Albany ou Saturday, the >Gth iustant, that tbe 
arbitrary arrest and imprisonment of Mr. Val- 
landigham is "an act which has brought dis- 
honor upon our country, which is full of dan- 
ger to our persons and homes, and which 
oears upon its front a conscious violation of 
law and Justice." 

Bl Tha , while fully and heartily indorsing 
the manly and outspoken sentiments of the 
Governor of New York, we shall do all in our 
power to sustain him in his determination to 
preserve inviolate the sovereignty of our State 
and the rights of its people against Federal 
encroachments and usurpations.

The V \ iniine 1 rays further that tbe pres- 
ence of an army at West Point will complete- 
ly paralyze the agricultural energy of more 
than seveuty thousand persons, the most dis- 
tant of whom do not reside tif.y miles from 
Richmond, because, not having suffered from 
the ravages of war, the farmers throughout 
that whole region are making the moat exten- 
sive preparations for large crops. 

Fuom the Rappahannock.— The rebels in 
front of General Hooker's position are throw- 
ing up new and formidable earthworks along 
the line of hills to the left and in the rear of 
Fredericksburg, They are evidently prepar- 
ing to risist a second advance of our army. It 
was reported yesterday that every soldier 
available for service in the field who may be 
now detached on duty, either around Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, or on the railroads of 
Virginia and Marylaud, will beat once for- 
warded to General Hooker's army, and their 
places supplied by the Pennsylvania militia, 
with the consent of Governor Curtin. The 
rebel officers estimate their loss in the late 
battles at twenty live thousand. The rations 
have been cqt down to one pound two ounces 
of Hour and a quarter ot a pound of bapop 
per day. Since the battle tbe divisions of 
Generals Hood and Picket have arrived from 
the Black water.

By imaag the incidents of the late battle 
on the Rsppabannock was the following: 
During the conflict a daguerreotype Jell from 
the pocket cf a rebel who had been shot, and 
it was picked up by James E. Garrabrant, of 
Newark, a member of tbe Thirteenth New 
Jersey regiment, who thrust it into the breast 
pocket of his blouse, which his mother had 
put in the day before the regiment left Camp 
Frelinghuysen. A few minutes afterwards 
Garrabrant was struck with a b. 11 and fell, and 
on examination it was found that the rebel 
bullet had struck the picture and was imbed- 
ded in the plate. The picture was immediate- 
ly over his heart, and but for this circum 
stance his life would have been lost. The pic- 
ture war* sent home to his mother.

Herran, who, receiv- 
ing the appointment of minister to ihe Unitea 
Suits, and drawing a large sum of money for 
his salary and expenses, betrayed the trust 
reposed in him, and led our governmeat into

This part ot ihe discourse is quite touching, 
since it discloses the fact thai Gen. Herran is 
the son-in-law of Gen. Motquera— a man 
whom, in the confidence of his heart, he had 
given, to repeat bis own words, "on matii- 
monio a mi hija idolati-ada." 

The policy and intrigues of the clerical 
party are also developed in a masterly manner, 
and tho dangers pointed out which have 
threatened the liberties of the country through 
their baleful influence.

The Harriet Lane Not Out— Ui 
ful Attempt to Convert Her into an 
Iion-Clad-Destitutlonol the Texans. 

The New Orleans Era, of the 7;h inst^ fur 
nlshes the following interesting items of 
Texan affiirs, obtained from a gentleman re- 
cently from the vicinity of Galveston 

The statement recently made, that the Har- 
riet Lan« had escaped to sea, without masts 
on the night of the 34 b of April, we are posi- 
tively assured is entirely Incorrect. Officers 
who have been in the blockade service since 
January 4:h assure onr informant that, to their 
certain knowledge, the Harriet Lane is atill 
closely blockaded io Galveston barbor, and 
that she has been seen and identified by expe 
rienced eyes within the past few days. 

It is known from various sources that the 
Lane was badly damiged in the fight on the 
first of January, her shaft having been bent to 
such an extent that it cannot be used, and the 
rebtls have no means of repairing or replacing 
it. The inisuhave been taken out and at- 
tempts made to iron clad her. 

The blockade Is rigidly kept up, and only a 
few small vessels and schooners of liyht draft 
get out of the harbor. There la sufficient 
grounds for believing that the Owasco dam 
a'ed the Harriet Lane after her capture by the 



rebels. 

From the eame source ' we learn that the 
whole Gulf coast ol Texas ia in a state of the 
trreatcst destitution. The society cf Galve* 
ton and Houston is completely demoralized, 
and lawlessness and licentiousness prevail to 
an alarming extent. The inhabitants com- 
plain that they have nothintr to eat.

most vast and powerful government of Christ- 
endom, deigns to offer to treat with rebels in 
arrrs. Even in the hour of victory, with tin- 
lender of the Polish rebellion in prison, he 
effers amnesty and promises to respect the 
fundamental principles of good govtrumene. 
This offer was sent out from St. Petersburg 
on the Hist of March. It Is in substance ami 
forma "proclamation." It is a prceiamaiion 
1I1 it will reflect honor upon him while the 
world revolves. Declaring his firm deter- 
mination te suppress disorder, he also declares 
bis determination to rt spect the lawful rights 
of his rebellious people. And wh tt is more, 
h(> promises to yield all tho essential rights 
demanded. What pi Te noble and liberal 
from such a source than this paragraph : 

"On us lies the duty to guard the country 
from the rctur-i c>f all agitations opposed to 
order, ard to open to it a new era in iu politi- 
cal life. These can only be introduceu by a 
rational orgmuation of the powers ol local 
self government as the basis of the entire 
structure." 

Americans have little respect for the gene- 
ral principles upon which the Government of 
Riiisia is based. But this offer of amnesty 
will win the applause of tbe world, and do 
more to permanently suppress that rebelli >n 
than a thousand Russian regimeuts. It proves, 
too, tbat even kiugs and emperors sometimes 
respect the rights of their subjects, and gain 
s.rer.gth and honor by so driog. 

It is a pitv tbat this spirit does not more 
patently actuate our own rulers.

The quality of some, 
perhaps of uearly all except the first named, 
of these articles is certaioly iulerior, and as 
yet, they can OBly sflect tfaa sale of the lower 
qualities ot our home products. But these 
they have, iu many cases, supplanted in our 
own markets, anil as 11 i- highly proL'i.ble that 
tbe American producers will learn to improve 
in tbo production and preparation 01 mi h 
commodities, wc may reasonably look for tbe 
supply of a tar better ciass ot ih-m before 
long, aud thai perhaps at a very slight itcreasc 
of price. Indeed, it is not bo certain tbat the 
improved article will not be obtainable at a 
reduction on tbe price now paid for the infe- 
rior quality. * * * *

EARLT— HOW THE FREDl 
WERE i.c.st AND WOW.

Oejitlxmen : The statements of correspond- 
ents ignorant ot the real facta, or writJaTia 
the interests of particular commands, too 
often form the baato ot newspaper comment*, 
and of public opin'on in r.gardto milkarv 
iterations; and events follow so raoldlv on 
tbe heels ot each other tbat — ' ' ■mil 
rarely give way to more correct view* r 
on authentic accounts. This c 
induces me to place on record a < 
one or two of the misrepresentations caa- 
lained in communications to several of the 
Richmond papers from correspondent* at 
Fredericksburg, in regart to tbe capture of 
Mayre's Hail, on the 3d inst. 

It la stated in these communications that 
Birksclale's brigade waa left without support 
to defend the bights in rear of Fredericks- 
burg, and a line of two miles in length. Tha 
fact is, that when informed at light on the 
morning of the Ud by (ien. Barksdaie, that the 
enemy had thrown a bridge aero** Fredericks- 
burg, I immediately sent Hays' Louisiana 
brigade to his assistance, and Gen. Wilcox, 
with three regimtms of bis brigade, came 
down from above.

P, ik. The pair have been married (aecoud 
marriage on the part of the gentleman ) lor 
about nve years.

It has been a common occurrence , recently,

The mass eonveotlon of the Democracy of 
Indiana assembled at the Capitol yesterday, 
exceeded by thouaauds any political meeting 
tbut ever gathered in the Bute. The ioweat 
eatimate we have beard placed upon the crowd 
by those who are accustomed to note large 
uiafse8 of people, was seventy five thousand, 
nnd many contend that it was in excess of 
that number. It was a gathering of the free- 
men of Indians, the major part of them the 
owners and tillers of the soil. 

The morning was beautiful, and earlv the 
streets were thronged. From the neighboring 
ccuntles vast crowds came in their own con 
veyanccs, and encamped in the outskirts of 
the city the night pievious. The trains of the 
day before were alio filled, and without the 
excursiou trains the crowd would have been 
immense; but when the long; lines of cars from 
the different roads disgorged their freight of 
freemen the streets were almost blocked with 
the living mass. 

The military commandant bad taken alarm, 
or bad thought that some precautionary 
means was necessary, and early lu the morn- 
lait tbc true) >s at the varieus camps were 
placed ou duty. A" regiment of infantry in 
lu ! marchina order was posted ia the Got 
ernor'a Circle, and two pieces of artillery were 
phed to sweep the streets leading to it. A 
twelve-pounder was placed opposite the head 
quarters so as to rake Virginia avenue, and a 
compiuy of soldiers stacked arms at the point 
where, that thoroughfare deooucliea into 
Washington street. Another company stacked 
arms at the juuctiou south of Delaware and 
\V;iKh ngton streets. It is needless to say that 
no person was suffered to pass these points 
withcut especial permission. A section of a 
battery with an infantry support was placed 
at the uew arsenal east of tbe city, and two 
cuns were placed rsB2iog ou the fpeckffs 

ings.
